Secure the Repayment of Public Moneys advanced 
for the Drainage and Improvement of Lands and 
other like Objects in Ireland. 



W HEEBAS, under and by Tirtue of a certain Act of tbe Preamble. 
Session of tbe Eittb and Sixth Years of Her Majesty. 

* Chapter Eighty-nine, being an Act to promote the 
Drainage of Land and Improvement of Navigation and Water 
5 Power °in connexion with such Drainage in Ireland, and certain 
Acts amending the same, and of a certain other Act of the Session 
held ill the Tenth and Eleventh Years of Her Majesty, Chapter 
Thirty-two, being an Act to facilitate the Improvement of Landed 
Property iii Ireland, and of the several Acts amending and extend- 
10 ing the Pronsions of the said Acts respectively ; and imder and by 
virtue of a certain Act, being the “Drainage and Improvement of 
T:^,irls Act (Ireland), 1803,” and certain other Acts of the Session 
of the Twenty-seventh and Twenty-eighth Years of Her Majesty, 

Chapter Seventy-two, and of the Session of the Twenty-eighth and 
15 Twenty-ninth Years of Her Majesty, Chapter Eifty-two, for amend- 
ing the Provisions of the said last-mentioned Act ; and under and 
by virtue of a certain Act of the Session of the IS inth Year of Her 
Majesty, Chapter Three, being an Act to encom-age the SeaEisheries 
[BiU 117.] ''

of Ireland, by promoting and aiding mth. Grants of Public Money 
for Construction of Piers, Harboiu-s, and other Works, and the Acts 
amending the same, Provision is made for the Advance of Public 
Moneys for the Drainage and Improvement of Lands and Estates, 
and to aid in the Constinction of Public Works in Ireland, and for 5 
the seeming all such Advances by charging the same on the Lands, 
Estates, and Interests of Proprietors and others, and in priority to 
other Charges and Incmnln-ances, as in the said several Acts is 
particularly provided ; and hy certain of the said Acts it is enacted 
that such Charges should have Priority from the Eegistration in the 10 
Pegistry of Deeds Office of Ireland of certain Orders of the Com- 
missioners of Public Works in Ireland thereby directed to be so 
registered : 

And •whereas divers Sums of Public Moneys have been ah’eady 
advanced for such Purposes, and on such Security, audit ^ intended 15 
that further Sums "will be hereafter advanced for the like Purposes 
and upon the like Seciuity : 

And whereas Acts of Paidiament may be hereafter passed pro- 
viding for the Advances of Public Moneys for the like and other 
Purposes, and on the Like Security : 20 

And whereas in the Session of the Twenty-eighth and Twenty- 
ninth Years of Her Majesty an Act -was passed, called the “ Eecord 
of Titles Act (Ireland), 1865,” and thereby Provision is made for 
the recording of Titles to Lauds sold and convoyed or the Title to 
which may be declared by the Landed’ Estates Court in Ireland ; and 26 
it is thereby enacted that, subject as therein mentioned, the recorded 
Owner for the Time being shall be and be deemed to be absolutely 
and indefeasibly possessed of and entitled to such recorded Estate 
against , all Persons, and free from all Eights, Interests, Claims,, and 
Demands whatsoever, including any Estate, Claim, or Interest of 30 
Her Majestjr, Her Heii’s and Successors; provided always, that 
nothing therein contained should prejudice or affect any Eentcharge 
in Heu of Tithe, or any Crown Pent or Quit Eent to the Oro-nm, or 
any Charge imposed before the Day of the passing of that Act 
under any Public Act or Acts for promoting Drainage or Land 35 
Improvement in Ireland ; and it is also thereby enacted, that the 
Provisions of the several Acts of Parliament then in force relating, 
to the Eegistry of Deeds in Ireland should ceaso to be applicable to 
any Land when placed on the Eecord mider the Provisions of that 
Act, and so long as it remains thereon : 40 

And whereas it is apprehended that the Provisions of the said 
‘'Eecord of Titles Act ” will operate to extinguish or endanger and 
postpone in many Instances Charges created to seem'e the Eepay- 
ment of Public Moneys advanced under the said Acts when such 
Moneys may have been or may be advanced after the passing of the 45

said “ Eecord of Titles Act ” and otherwise ; and Difilcolties hare 
arisen and may arise as to the Kegistration of such Orders as afore- 
said, when such Orders may hare been or may he made with respect 
to Lands, the Title to which has been or may hereafter be recorded; 

6 and it is expedient fully to pro-ride for the Eepayment of Puhlie 
Money advanced for the Improvement of Lands and other the like 
Objects, and for that Pm-pose to amend the Sistj'-second Section 
of the Act of the Session held in the Twenty-first and Twenty- 
second Tears of Her Majesty, being an Act to facilitate the Sale 
10 and Transfer of Land in Ireland ; 

Be it therefore enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, 
by and with the Adrice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in tliis present Parliament assembled, 
and by the Authority of the same, as follows : 

16 1. That in all Cases where Public Moneys have been or may here- Ad Public^ 

after be advanced under and by -rirtue of the Provisions of the said to be 
Acts, or any of them, or by rii-tue of any Act which may be here- 
after passed for the like Pm-pose, the said Moneys so advanced 
shall be chai-ged and chargeable on aB Lands and Estates, and 
20 Interest in Lands, and on all Persons and Bodies whatsoever, in the 
same Manner and in the same Priority, and shall be recoverable by 
tbe same Means in aU respects as if tbe said “ Eecord of Eitles 
Act (Ireland), 1866,” had not been passed. 



2. Every Order made or to he made by the Commissioners of 
25 Public Works in Ireland, and by any of the said Acts dnected to 
he reristered in the Begistry of Deeds Office in Ireland, shall he 
registered in the said Office, although such Order affect or pmport 
to affect Lands in Ireland the Title of which may he recoried 
under the said ” Ecoord of Titles Act and every such Order shaU 
30 he also registered in the Eecord of Title Office as against any Lamb 
recorded therein and affected or pm-portmg to be affected by such 
Order. 

3 The Sixty-second Section of the said Act' to facilitate the 
Sale and Ti-ansfer of Land in Ireland shaE apply to and include all 
33 Charges made or to he made by virtue of any -Act authommg the 
Advance of PubKc Money upon the Security of Lands m Ireland.
